A Golden Spike. 

The Northern Pacific Railroad is com- 
pleted in advance of the time stipulated in 
the contract, another link of steel and iron 
connects the Pacific coast with the Kast, 
the gold spike has been driven, and on 
Saturday last the grand ceremonies of 
opening took place at Gold Spike, Mont. 
On that day the last rail on the main line 
was laid, and the last spike, an ingot o1 
gold, was driven by President Villard’s 
daughter, with a silver hammer, in the 
presence of a distinguished company. At 
every stroke of the hammer a cannon was 
discharged. Over three hundred guests 
had been invited to witness the ceremonies, 
and passed on to the Pacitic coast over the 
completed, track. Gen. Grant, the Hon. 
William M. Evarts, Secretary Teller and 
Herr Von Bran, the German minister, 
were among the most distinguished guests. 
A most able and scholarly address was de- 
livered by Hon. William M. Evarts of New 
York, giving the history of the road, and 
the part it is destined to bear in the future 
growth and glory of the country. 

Although the tirst projected railroad line 
across the continent to the Pacific coast, 
the Northern Pacific is the last to be com- 
pleted. It had a good start, but Jay 
Cooke’s failure ten years ago put a stop to 
all progress on the road. The work of 
railroad building was then said to have 
been enormously over-done, and it was de- 
bated whether the new route across the 
continent would be finished in a genera- 
tion. But it has not, after all, been great- 
ly delayed. Capital, energy and skill were 
not lacking when confidence was restored 
after the shock of the first fuilure, and as 
the construction has advanced vast tracts 
of country have been made accessible, and 
have been occupied with amazing rapidity 
by new settlers, and the wants “of these 
new communities have given to the road a 
valuable local business while it was still 
upfinished. 

There are now three distinct and inde- 
pendent railroad routes across the conti- 
nent. ‘The original Union and Central Pa- 
cific route, the Southern route, formed by 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail- 
road, connecting with the Southern Pacific, 
and having its terminus at San Diego, Cal- 
ifornia, and Guaymas, Mexico, and now 
the Northern Pacitic, also with a double 
terminus at Portland, Oregon, and ‘Taco- 
ma, Washington territory. Whether the 
traffic across the continent will be sufficient 
to give a profitable business to all these 
roads must be determined by experience. 
No doubt it is constantly increasing and 
would further increase if the railroad 
charges are reduced as competition will re- 
duce them. But whether the business is 
enough for these roads or not, the North- 
ern route expects its share of it, and there 
is good reason to believe that it will be at 
no disadvantage in comparison with its 
strongest rivals. It has, in the first place, 
a great and constantly growing local busi- 
ness, which, from the nature of the coun- 
try through which it passes, must exceed 
that of the Union and Central Pacific line. 
For almost the whole distance the country 
is habitable and productive. No agricul- 
tural lands in the world are more uniform. 
ly fertile than those which stretch for hun- 
dreds of miles along the track of the 
Northern Pacific road in Minnesota and 
Dakota, and their crops are already freight- 



































ing thousands of cars on their ‘way to the|‘ 


markets and ports of the east. Montana 
and Wyoming abound in herds, and though 
not so splendidly productive as the prai- 
ries further east, are fitted to sustain a 
large population, and their mining and 
other industries are already important. 
Eastern Washington and Oregon have also 
vast tracts of fertile lands, which are 
yielding immense grain crops, and the re- 
gion between the Caseade range and the 
sea, in both Oregon and Washington, is 
rapidly filling up with an industrious pop- 
ulation. 


But another great advantage of the 
Northern Pacific as a route for the trade 
between Asia and Eastern America, is the 
shorter distance of the ocean voyage. The 
Puget Sound ports are by the Northern 
Pacific route exactly as far from New 
York as San Francisco is by the Union 
and Central Pacific line, but those ports 
are nearly seven hundred miles nearer to 
China and Japan than San Francisco is.

No tools were left by the burglars and no 
alarm was given in the night.

A DIVER’S STORY. 


SOME OF THE PLEASURES AND PERILS OF 
Lire UNDER THE WATER. 


A reporter of the Cincinnati Enquirer 
lately interviewed Mr. Harry H. Ballard of 
New Orleans; one of the eighteen marine 
divers of the United States. He is just 
now suffering with rheumatism, caused by 
exposure in diving. Mr. Ballard was in- 
duced to relate to an Enquirer man many 
interesting facts and adventures of his 
strangely venturesome and adventurous 
life. Of medium height, broad-shouldered, 
and extremely cool and deliberate in his 
movements, with sparkling black eyes and 
a merry jaugh, and complexion bronzed by 
a tropical sun until it was nearly parch- 
ment colored, Mr. Ballard possesses in a 
remarkable degree of the rare faculties that 
enable a man to live under water, plant tor- 

oes and dynamite, pick up bars of gold 
ullion and shovel in heaps of Spanish dou- 
bloons, be undisturbed by sneaking sharks, 
oe porpoises, mermaids, sea ser- 
pents, and other monsters of the briny 
deep, and feel as much at home as though 
he were promenading St. Charles street or 
sipping a.La Gloria in the far-famed French 
market of his native city. 

“Yes, it is a queer business, ocean diving. 
I got into it come five years ago. Made 
the acquaintance of the son of the super- 
intendent of the Hell Gate affair, and thought 
I should like the business. I went down in 
his suit twice. The first time I remained 
under water twelve minutes, and was pro- 
nounced a success, and, purchasing a diver's 
outfit, have followed it ever since. I shall 
never forget my first impressions after | 
had put on the suit and started down. As 

ou descend, all is darkness; you see abso- 

utely nothing. ‘he sensation is of a burst- 
ing, roaring, rambling sound, which rattles 
through your ears and makes your brain 
whirl. It is caused by the air entering the 
helmet, or shell, as it is called, from the 
pumps. The flexible air-hose has to be 
strong ‘enough to bear a pressure of twenty- 
five or fifty pounds tothe square inch. The 
drum of the ear yields to the strong exter- 
nal pressure, the mouth opens involuntarily, 
the air rushes in the tube and strikes the 
drum, which snaps back to ics normal state 
with a sharp pistol crack. Reaching the 
bottom, a world of splendor is opened up, 
which the diver. clad in his close-fitting 
rubber suit, peering out of his dead-eyes, 
views with wonder and astonishment. Huge 
fish and briny monsters float about, gianc- 
ing askance at this moving invader of their 
domains. _Tiny fish crowd up and nibble 
at the fingers and toes of the diver, and. 
other more timid ocean inhabitants shoot 
off out of sight.” 

**Did you not fear the sharks in your div- 
ing expeditions?” 

‘That is a subject about which there is a 

deal of humbug. Old sailors with 
ots of idle time on their hands love to spin 
yarns about the ferocity of sharks. The 
shark is a cowardly fish. He never attacks 
one unless you provoke the quarrel. I have 
met thousands of them, and had them swim 
all around me, with their horrid, glassy, 
death-like eyes glaring at me, and their 
huge mouths er their belly ae 
though it was ready to swallow me. e 
noise that the air makes roaring into the 
shell frightens them, and then they see 
that the man is moving dbout. At Callo 
Harbor, which is a regular shark’s nest, | 
went down forty feet or more, and met lots 
of these ocean devils, but mone of them of- 
fered to molest me. At first I thought it 
very dangerous, as the slaughter-houses at 
project over the harbor, and all the 
offal is thrown into the water, which of 
course the sharks are greedy after. 

“The scare | ever had with a fish 
was when | first went down off the South 
American coast. I hada at big crow- 
bar in my hand, which, no fell about 
afoot or eighteen inches below my feet. 
Just me lay a huge cuttle-fish fast 
asleep. Ofcourse I did not see him, and 
the crowbar went clear through him. The 
cuttle-fish has a peculiar mode of attack. 
He discharges a black fluid, which makes 
the water look like ink. The first thing I 
knew, it was so black all around me I could 
pind we gg: planed — loose, and I 
signaled to pull me up.

impressive, silence, he said: ‘Yes, sir; 
something did happen to me—something 
very remarkable. 1 will now, for the third 
time in my life, repeat the story. 

“The fourth day of July, 1814, was one 
of extreme heat. On that day my brigade 
skirmished with a British force commanded 
by Gen. Riall, from an early hour in the 
morning till late in the afternoon. We had 
driven the enemy down the river twelve 
miles to Street’s Creek, near Chippewa, 
where we encamped for the night, our army 
occupying the west, while that of the 
enemy was encamped on the east side of 
the creek. After our tents had been pitched 
I observed a flag berne by a man in 

asant’s dress approaching my marque. 
He brought a letter froth a lady, who oc- 
cupied a large mansion on the opposite 
side of the creek, informing me that she 
was the wife of a member of Parliament 
who was thenat Quebec ; that her children. 
servants and a young lady friend were 
alone with her in the house; that General 
Riall had placed a sentinel before her door ; 
and that che ventured, with great doubts 
of the oe of the request, to ask 
that I would place a sentinel upon the 
bridge to protect her from stragglers from 
our camp. I assured the messenger that 
the lady’s request should be complied 
with. Early the next morning the same 
messenger, vertngs white flag, reappeared 
with a note from the same lady, th 
me for the protection she had enjoyed, 
adding that, in acknowledgement of m 
civilities, she begged that I would, wit 
such: members of my staff as [ chose to 
bring with me, accept the hospitalities of 
her house at a breakfast which had been 
prepared with considerable attention, and 
was quite ready. Acting upon an impulse 
which I never have been able to analyze or 
comprehend, | called two of my aids, 
Lieutenants Worth and Watts, and returned 
to the mansion alresdy indicated. 

‘*We met our hostess at the door, who 
ushered us into the dining room, where 
breakfast awaited us, and where the young 
lady previously referred to was already 
seated by the coffee-urn, our hostess ask- 
ing to be excused for a few minutes, and 
the young lady immediately served our 
coffee. Before we had broken our fast, 
Lieutenant Watts arose from the table to 
get his bandanna (that being before the 
days of napkins), which he had left in his 
cap on a side table by the window, glancing 
through which he saw Indians approaching 
the house on one side, and red coats ap- 
proaching it on the other, with an evident 
purpose of surrounding it and us—and 
instantly exclaimed : ‘‘General, we are be- 
trayed!” Springing from the table and 
clearing the house, I saw our danger, and 
remembering Lord Chesterfield had said, 
*Whatever is worth doing at allis worth 
doing well,’ and as we had to run, and my 
legs were longer than my companions, I 
soon outstripped them. As we made our 
escape we were fired at, but got across 
the bridge in safety. 

“I felt so much shame and mortification 
at having so nearly fallen into a trap, that 
I could searcely fix my mind upon the 
duties which now demanded my undivided 
attention. I knew that I had committed a 
great indiscretion in accepting the singular 
invitation, and that if any disaster resulted 
from it I richly deserved to lose both my 
commission and my character. [ constant- 
ly founé myself wondering whether the 
lady really intended to betray us, or 
whether we had been accidentally ob- 
served. The question would recur even 
amid the excitement of battle. Fortun- 
ately, my presence and services in the 
field. were not required until Generals 
Porter and ny bem been engaged at inter- 
vals for several hours, so that when my bri- 

le, with Towson’s artillery, were or- 
ered to cross Street’s creek, my nerves 
and confidence had become measurably 
quieted and restored. I need not describe 
the battle of Chippewa. That belongs to 
and is a part of the history of our country, 
[t is sufficient to say at the close of the day 
we were masters of the position, and that 
our arms were in no way discredited. The 
British army had fallen , leaving their 
wounded in our possession. The mansion 
which I had visited in the morning 
was the largest house near, and to that the 
wounded officers in both armies were car- 
ried for surgical treatment. As soon as | 
could leave the field I went over to look 
after my wounded. I found the English 
officers lying .on the first floor, and our 
own on the floor above. I sawin the low- 
er room pear Nps Neng camer Lhad met 
in the morning at the breakfast table, her 
white dress all sprinkled with blood. She 
had been attending to the British wounded. 
On the second floor, just as | was turning 
inta the room where officers were, I met 
my hostess. 

‘One glance at her was quite sufficient 
to answer the question which [ had been 
asking myself all day. She had intended 
to betray me, and nothing but the accident 
of my aid rising for his handkerchief 
saved us from capture. 

“Years afterward, in reflecting upon 
this incident, I was led to doubt whether

Re- 
turning to our % we again ride in- 
to the village. By invitation we visit the 
home of Mrs. Amanda Waguer, to see the 
scars made in her parlor twenty years ago 
by the bursting of arebel shell. Pieces 
were torn fromthe mantle and the sides 
of the windows and other places in the 
room by the explosion. These places have 
been over, but the scares remain 
and tell the terrible story. The carpet was 
torn and spoiled, and a new one covers the 
floor. The lady gave the writer a piece of 
the shell which she had kept all these 
years; she also was a nurse in the church 
used as a hospital, mentioned in our last 
sketch. From this place we drove out on 
the Hagerstown turnpike for a mile, and 
came to Dunker’s Church. This place of 
worsbip was shot through many times by 
bullets and the marks are plainly visible 
to-day. On ourright are the open fields 
where many thousands of brave boys fell. 
Some of the fence rails haye many bullet 
holes through them, and the trees have not 
omnsene the effects of the fight. Some 
of the party climbed the fence and crossed 
the field to the spot where brave Gen. 
Mansfield fell mortally wounded. ‘The 
place/is marked by an oak tree which bears 
the scar of acannon shot, some twelve or 
fifteen feet fromthe ground. After visit- 
ing this field we retrace our steps to the 
village. We will now go through the 
village and pass out to Shepherdstown ford, 
a distance of about three miles. We ride 
about two miles, and leaving our teams go 
across the fields to « farm of two huadred 
and fifty acres, owned by Mr. W. M. 
Blackford. At the time of tie war he 
owned about a dozen slaves who found 
libirty through the proclamation of Mr. 
Lincoln. Both armies crossed the farm— 
Jackson's by retreating, three days after 
the battle, across the Potomac, and our 
army while following them. We went to 
the river and walked down the bank to the 
place where we crossed with our forces. 
The writer can never forget the spot, for as 
we entered the river he received a wound 
from a minie ball, from the gun of a rebel 
sharpshooter. ‘The sensation is not easily 
deseribed. Wecrossed the river which is 
about 300 yards wide, and some of the 
way hip-deep. The rebels were on the op- 
posite side, on a bluff several hundred feet 
above the water, under cover of trees and 
bushes. Here was a fearful slaughter. 
The 118th Penn. Regt. was nearly extermi- 
nated. It looks as though there was a bad 
mistake by somebody, for when we were 
crossing the river our cavalry was retreat- 
ing and we were led to almost sure de- 
struction. 

After reaching the Virginia shore we 
were formed into line for action, but did 
not take partin the skirmish, for orders 
came to retreat too soon for this. At this 
time the writer was under atree having 
a ball extracted from his wound, and wren 
the surgeon had performed his work the 
boys were half way across the river re- 
treating. On gaining my feet I instantly 
took in the circumstances; to remain was 
to be captured by rebels; to go back there 
was achance of escape and a chance to be 
shot in the river; retreat was my only 
hope for liberty, and grasping my gun and 
the drum-major taking my blanket, I be- 
gan the slow work of recrossing the 
river, while the blood streamed from my 
wound. In time lreached the shore and 
crossed the Baltimore & Ohio canal, then 
free from water. Our regiment had taken 
position in this cana!. | moved on from 
the river a few rods when another minie 
ball passed so near my head that I heard 
the whiz as it went by and struck in the 
earth about a rodin. frontof me. I must 
tell the reader before we leave the spot 
that I had the pleasure on my recent visit, 
of looking on that old oak tree under which 
[ lay twenty years ago when the surgeon 
took the bullet from my body. We will 
leave this niever-to-be-forgotten spot and 
return to our carriages. Passing back 
from the farm mentioned, we go through 
a strip of woods out into a field where the 
surgeon’s headquarters were during the 
battle, which was a stack of bay about a 
mile from the place where | was wounded. 
Here my wound was slight!y dressed and 
after five hours’ waiting | was conveyed 
to the hospital mentioned in the last. On 
our way tothe village we pass what was 
the headquarters of Gen. Lee during the 
Antietam fight. Reaching the village, we 
turn to the right and proceed to visit 
the Burnside bridge. ‘his is a’ stone 
structure spanning Antietam creek, over 


which Burnside forced a passage with a|P 


loss of five hundred men, on the 17th of 
Sept., 1862. Passing across we swing 
around through the fields till we gaze on 
the spot where our regiment supported a 
‘battery during the battle, and from thence 
to jae fp bod to Pes yn A for a raid on 
Harper’s Ferry., Raw Recruit, in Rock-

Dear Al: We are all at Oukbrithe and 
wish every day that you were with us. 
You can have no idea of how different this 
place is from Washington. Can you im- 
agine a farm on a neck of | three- 
quarters of 4 mile wide, with the salt water 
vn one side and a large pond on the other, 
with a mountain of granite on the east and 
and level fields on the west? 

1 wish you could see the place. A part 
of the house is more thar a hundred years 
old, and was built by aunt Kittie’s grand- 
father. It has been partially rebuilt and 
the large chimney has been taken away, 
but it is full of odd nooks and corners, and 
the attic is the most delightful place 1 was 
ever in. Will and | spend all our rainy 
days there. Weare out of doors all the 
pleasant days. ‘This farm was aunt Kittie’s 
grandfather's. Her father lived in this 
house, but one of her brothers built a new 
house near his father’s, so that there are 
two houses onthe place. At the end ot 
the old house is a well with a sweep aud 
an “old oaken bucket.”

But the great majo 
farmers have no such advantages, ar 
obliged to resort to other means to ki 
the fertility of their lands.
